VISIT ORS IN BUFFALO. 

nnalreia •< Hotels. Baaarttla* sad 

So much baa been said and written 

about the ability of the city of Buffalo 
tn care for the crowds which will at- 
tend the Pan-American Exposition thle 
summer that a few facte and flgurea 
will be appreciated by the general pub- 
lic. 

In the first place, tbere are Hated 
more than 200 hotels, which will give 
it. ooiuinodatiou to 80,000 people; there 
are 090 boarding and rooming bousea, 
affording accommodation for 18,900, 
while 7,000 owners of houses, most of 
whom never before bung out their 
latcbstrlug for a conalderatlon, 
Hlmilfled their Intention of opening 
their houses for the accommodation of 
visitors to Buffalo this summer. These 
7.000 homes will accommodate at least 
100,000 visitors. 

The Exposition Company. has arrang- 
ed to furnish teut accommodation on 
the Exposition grounds for 250 uni- 
formed men. There are also two com- 
panies arranging tent systems which 
will afford additional accommodation 
outside of the grounds for 1,900 or 

In addition to all this, there are a 
large number of buildings throughout 
the city now being remodeled and con- 
verted Into hotels, the plans of which 
are not far enough along to afford an 
accurate description or to estimate ac- 
< ommodatlon at the present time. It Is 
safe to estimate the present capacity 
of the city of Buffalo to accommodate 
150,000 strangers. To this may be add- 
ed accommodatlona for at least 50,000 
In the surrounding towns, such us Ton- 
awanda, La Salle, Niagara Falls, Lock- 
port, Williams vllle. Garden vllle, De- 
pew and Lancaster, nil within a short 
trolley ride of the city. 

Kates In hotels range from $1 per 
day upward. As ridiculous stories have 
been circulated In regard to exorbitant 
hotel rates, It Is well to note the rates 
that nave been established at the Iro- 
quois, the most expensive hotel In the 
city. These are, for one In a room 
without bath, $3 and upward; for two 
in a room without bath. S5 and upward, 
thus making the minimum rate $2.50 
I>er individual.

BURNED AT THE STAK 



A Xsetra th era Sat ttitn Ass 
Harder IMsiHsseat of By a 1 



Bartow, Fla., May 30.— Fred Ho- 
rhelle, a Negro 3S years old, who Tues- 
day criminally assaulted and then 
murdered Mrs. Bena Taggart, a well 
known and respectable white woman 
of this city, was burned at tbe stake 
here early Wednesday evening* in the 
presence of a throng of people. The 
burning was the scene of the Ne- 
gro's crime, within 100 yards of the 
principal thoroughfare of this city. 

The assault and murder was oner 
of the boldest and coldest blooded 
crimes ever committed in Florida. 
Mrs. Taggart was born and reared 
in this place, and wns a woman of 
good family and reputation. 

In a few minutes the crime bad" 
been reported and in less than an 
hour practically the entire city waa- 
In arms and a well-armed posse was 
moving in every direction In Search 
of the criminal. 

About noon a courier arrived an- 
nouncing that the Negro had been 
captured by two other Negroes three 
miles south of the city. Posses "ere 
immediately on the trail, but tbe oap- 
turers evaded detection and succeed- 
ed In getting their prisoner quickly 
into the city and in turning him over 
to the sheriff. 

Tether. Prona tbe SkerttT. 
In less than ten minutes after the 
transfer had been made the streets 
became congested with people, and 
the crowd, augmented in its march, 
moved on the jail. In spite Of the 
sheriff and a strong guard of extra 
deputies they secured the prisoner 
and took up the march to the scene 
of the crime. He was half dragged, 
half carried to the bridge, enveloped 
by a greut throng of people of all 
ages, who were resolute and de- 
termined, but quiet and orderly. 
Screams of fear broke from the 
wretch's quivering lips, followed by 
BTonns and prayers for mercy. At 
the bridge the mob turned toward 
the prairie and then into the 
anil to the scene of the Negro's 
By common consent burning was to 
be the penalty. 

Wlshoiit organized effort, and yet 
with apparently unanimous under- 
standing, n barrel was in readiness 
nnd placed by the stake on the verj 
spot where Mrs. Tag-gurt was as- 
saulted and then murdered. 

Chalaed to the Stake. 
On this the Negro waa placed and 
chained to the slake. He pleaded 
for mercy, but in the great crowd 
around hiin silence was the only re- 
sponse. Before the chains sround 
his body had been tirade fast, cans of 
kerosene oil from many sources were 
pressed to the front, and one of the 
leaders stepped to the Negro and 
slowly, but deliberately, poured it
